COURT DECISION. 


1. 0. 0. F. Ap- 


The following is the substance of 


Judge Leonard's recent decision in 


the aboved named case: Judges Haw- 
ley und Beatty concurring; the full 
text of which appeared in the Enter- 
prise this morning: | 

This was a suit for damages, appel- 
lant alleging failure to perform con- 
tract. Inthe lower court. the princi- 
pals obtained a judgment and the 
sureties were discharged. 
In our opinion there are two facts 
shown by ali the evidence of both 
parties, and concerning which there 
was at the trial no dispute, which are 
fatal to appellant's claim against re- 
spondents, the sureties, to wit: 

1. That the weekly payments of $900 
each were not paid as agreed. 

2. That the amount due in excess 
of $10,800 was not all retained until 


the completion of the contract. 


Failure to do both was a substantial 
violation of the contract on the part 
of appellant. 

And if appetlant requested and per- 
mitted changes to be made without 
previously agreeing upon the price of 
the same, or referring it to arbitrators, 
that, too, was a violation that was 
material. If we are correct in our 
conclusions it is unnecessary to ex 
amine the instructions given at the 
request of the sureties. A judgment 
will net be reversed when it is appa- 
rent that the verdict would have been 
the same with correct instructions, 
and when the court below could not 
have refused to grant a new trial had 
the verdict been for the opposite 
party. The eighth, ninth, tenth and 
eleventh instructions are correct, ane 
they cever the principles upen which 
we base our decision. 

The law is toojwell settled to require 
argument or authorities in its support, 
that the liability of a surety can not 
be changed without his consent, even 
though such change is advantageous 
to him.
